TAPPAN’S SPEECH. 


PETITION FOR REDRESS OF GRIEVANCES. 

There is nothing new in Senator Tappan’s 
speech. He has learned his lesson from his great 
master, and repeats it correctly. His doctrines are 
those of Mr. Van Buren. He justifies himself in 
declining to present the petitions intrusted to his 
care, on the ground that, “the petitioners do not 
set forth what particular grievance the existence of j 
slavery and the slave-trade, in the District of Co¬ 
lumbia is to them, how they are injuriously affec¬ 
ted by it or .why and wherefore it ought to be abol¬ 
ished.” He moreover declares—“whenever any 
citizen of Ohio' shall.complain of any grievance, 
under which he may be suffering, within the con¬ 
stitutional competency of this government to re¬ 
move, it will give me great pleasure to present the 
case to this body, and to be instrumental in remo¬ 
ving the grievance complained of.” 

We lake it for granted, that the gentleman 
means what he says, and therefore advise our 
friends in Harrison county to procure signers to 
such a petition as the following, and forward it 
forthwith to Mr. Tappan. It may serve to in¬ 
struct him, if for no other purpose. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of 

the United States of America. 

The undersigned, citizens of Harrison county, 
Ohio, would respectfully represent, that they con¬ 
sider the existence of Slavery and the Slave trade 
^|the District of Columbia, as a grievance to 
themselves, for the following, among other reas- 

1. Slavery and the Slave trade in the District, 

s a source of dangerous corruption to the mem¬ 
bers of congress from free states, who are com 
pelled to spend much of tfieir time in that place. 
Habituated to slave institutions, their feelings are 
apt to become hardened, and their principles per- 
,cried. The danger is, that they will learn to 
look with indifference on oppression, and to un¬ 
dervalue Unman rights, thus becoming unsafe de¬ 
positories- obpower in a republic founded on the in¬ 
alienable rights of man. 

Other representatives are shocked at what 
they behold. Reverencing still the doctrines for 
whtchHhe revolutionary fathers shed their blood, 
they are daily subjected to humiliation and grief, 
amidst the horrors of a system, which scoffs at 
these doctrines, and treats men like beasts. In¬ 
stead, therefore, of the national capital being what 
it ought to be, a spot in which the nation’s rep¬ 
resentatives can meet together in comfort, wilh 
their hearts unpained, and their minds undisturbed 
by scenes of wrong and outrage, to some, it is a 
place of torture, to others, a hot-bed of corruption. 

We feel this to be a grievance. 

3. Congress, and congress alone, can legislate 
for the District, and is alone responsible for its 
laws. The people there understood the object of] 
its cession, and the necessary disabilities to which 
it would subject them. They were represented in 
the legislative bodies that made the cession; and 
in accordance with a principle laid down by a ven¬ 
erable statesman in Congress, that the consent of] 
the whole people must he gathered from the voice 
of the representative majority, we have a right to 
infer that their consent was given to the transfer. 
They consented then to have no representation, no 
local legislature, butto be governed by a body com¬ 
posed of the representatives of the several States of j 
the Union. 

4. While slavery exists under authority of Con¬ 
gress in the District, the sanction of the whole na¬ 
tion is necessarily given to the monstrous principle, 
that one man can hold another man as property. 

We, constituting a part of this nation, deny this 
principle, believing it >o be absurd, wicked, dis¬ 
honorable,. and destructive; and therefore feel 
ourselves aggrieved in being involved, even indi¬ 
rectly, in giving it countenance Or support. 

5. By the Declaration of Independence, on which, 
our existence as a nation is based, tills government 
stands pledged to the world, and to God, to do what¬ 
soever may be within its constitutional power, to

Dr. Bailey I expected when I wrote you last, 
that 1 should have something more, and of more 
importance than I now have to communicate by 
this time, but other matters have occupied the time 
and attention of the members of our Legislature 
during the past week to Such an extent, that the 
abolitionists have escaped both Fishers and 
Floods. 

Feb. 3d, Mr. Johnson of Monroe presented pe¬ 
titions from Monroe and Belmont counties, for ex¬ 
tending to all persons the benefit of trial by jury, 
and for repealing all laws making distinctions 
account of color. 

Feb. 4ill, Mr. Bliss presented petitions from 
389 citizens of Ohio for the repeal of the lav 
relation to fugitives from labor, from 287 for 
tending the right of trial by jury to all persons, 
and fiorn 240 for the passage of resolutions by the 
Legislature instructing our Senators and reques¬ 
ting our Representatives in Congress to use their 
influence in procuring the passage of laws to pre¬ 
vent the slave-trade in the District of Colombia and 
the Territories. 

Mr. Spalding of the select committee to which 

is referred the memorial of Charles Sweetzer 
praying the impeachment of Ozias Bowen, pres¬ 
ident judge, and Thomas J. Anderson associate 
judge of the 2d circuit, reported in substance that 
if the allegations in the memorial were true, there 
would doubtless be just cause of impeachment, 
but inasmuch as the alleged misconduct arose from 
a controversy which always produces excitement 
in the mind of man, and was, owing perhaps, 
rather to a want of prudence than to intentional 
wrong, in the hope that the conduct complained of] 
might not be repeated, the committee asked to be 
discharged from the further consideration of the 
subject. 

On motion of Mr. Flood the report was laid on 
the table. 

Feb. 5th, Mr. Smith of Stark presented peti¬ 
tions from 25 persons of Marlborough in said 
county for extending to all persons the right of 
trial by jury, and from 23 to repeal all laws ma¬ 
king distinctions on account of color. 

In the Senate petitions were presented by Mr. 
Ford from sundry males and fernales of the county 
of Cuyahoga, for the repeal of all laws making dis¬ 
tinctions among persons on account of eolor; also, 
from males and females of the same countv, pray¬ 
ing the passage of a law lo allow to every inhabi¬ 
tant of this State the right of trial by jury. 

Feb. 7th, A petition was presented by Mr. 
Ford in the House from males and females in Har¬ 
rison, Geauga county, for the repeal of all laws 
making distinctions on account of color. 

Feb. 8th, Mr. Patterson presented petitions 
from 36 citizens of Brown Township, Delaware 
county, for the repeal of all laws mailing disiine- 
itions on account of color, and from 70 citizens, of] 
the same county for the passage of a law securing 
|to all persons the right of trial by jury where their 
liberty is in question. 

Feb. 10th, Mr. Davis presented petitions from 
90 males and females of Clinton county for the 
same purpose as those mentioned in the prece¬ 
ding paragraph. 

Today (Feb. 11th,) the Senate have had under 
consideration the bill to repeal the charter of 
Oberlin College but before the vote was taken it 
was laid on the table. I was not present but hope 
in ray next communication to be able to give you 
some account of the discussion.

He had advocated and voted for the bill of ] 
the last session, usually denominated the “Fugitive 
Act,” and for his course On that occasion, he had 
been evil spoken of, both at home and abroad. 
Yet fie did not regret that action, but should take 
the same course in the same emergency, if present¬ 
ed to his consideration this day. He held every 
one at perfect liberty to approbate or censure free¬ 
ly and fearlessly every act of his in his official 
capacity. He then read a resolution adopted at 
the last annual meeting of the Anti-Slavery Socie¬ 
ty, concerning Those who voted for that act as un¬ 
worthy of any confidence or trust. He was one 
of those thus denounced; and, in view of all the 
circumstances of the case, he would be considered 
unbiassed in his judgment on this occasion, in 
favor of what might appear an abolition proposi¬ 
tion. He was, then, in favor of postponement, 
because there was uo proof of any violation of their 
charier. There is no specific eharge made that 
the funds of the institution have been applied to the 
aid and assistance of fugitives from labor, although 
there are charges against the members and faculty 
of said institution. Now we must make a very 
material distinction between corporate action, or 
actions of a company in their corporate capacity, 
and the actions and practice of members of an in¬ 
stitution in their private and individual character, 
as Gilizens of our free State. It has been charg¬ 
ed, that the members and faculty of that institution 
are abolitionists; that they are lecturers and pro- 
ulgators of abolition doctrines; and that the per¬ 
ns there instructed uniformly become abolition- 
Ls. Sir, if it be so, and I do not pause to ques- 
m the truth of the eharge, I much regret it. My 
sentiments are adverse to this. But, if their funds, 
and their corporate powers and energies be not ap¬ 
plied to frustrate the operation, or violate the spirit 
f our laws, then there cannot be any reason as- 
gued for a repealing act. '.Vhateves may be the 
opinions of those connected with that institution, 
and however opposite they may be lo those enter¬ 
tained by me, I could not, nor can any member of 
this body, as a legislator, and as a high minded and 
honorable man, vote for the repeal of a charter of j 
institution of learning because of the private and 
individual opinions of those connected wilh it, and 
especially upon the testimony before us. He was 
believer in the doctrine that error of opinion is 
at dangerous, while truth and reason are left free 
1 combat it. These people, like all the rest of our 
fellow citizens, have secured to them, by the con¬ 
stitution, the right to entertain and express their o- 
pinions. We cannot, therefore, in accordance with 
correct ptmeiples of action, pass the bill; and to 
make the investigation, winch would be due alike 1 
to the institution, the public, and ourselves, as ac¬ 
tors in the case, is, if not at this time utterly imprac¬ 
ticable, altogether inexpedientand improper. The 
proper method of procedure would be, to instruct 
direct an investigation of the matter under the 
vs now in existence, by the court, which are the 
least expensive, and most appropriate tribunal for 
the settlement of such questions. 


Mr. Humphreys was opposed to the postpone¬ 
ment of this highly important matter. If it be true 
that the officers of that institution, as charged in the 
statement of one of those whose statements have 

been read have been engaged in the secretion of 

runaway slaves from our sister States, and forward¬ 
ing them to the Canadas, the investigation omriit 
not to be delayed for a week. He looked upon 
this as an evil of a most alarming character. It is 
almost probable, from present indications, that we 
are one the eve of a disastrous war with a pow¬ 
erful trans-ailuntio government that holds a large 
territory upon the confines of our own. If sa *|, 
should ever be the case, these rescued slaves, 
who are known to be enlisted in the service of the 
country affording them protection, will serve 
pioneers to the armies that may be sent to dev 
tale our country, and be the most efficient means of 
success to them and of mischief to us, from their 
knowledge of the coifritiv. It was besides, in di¬ 
reel violation of the sovereign laws Of tlie Stale, 
and of the duty and faith of the Slate, expressed 
and implied to our sister States. He read and com¬ 
mented upon some pavts of the communication of 
the Kentucky Commissioners to our Legislature 
&c., &c. a 

Several other members addressed the Senate for ^ W6re 
and against the postponement, after which, it was 
laid on the table. 

On Wednesday, (12fh„) the bill was again ta¬ 
ken up on motion of Mr. Matthews, when Mr 
Birch spoke at some length in favor of postpone’- 
ment, and in explaining the character orthe charg¬ 
es against the institution. He denied that the 
funds of the institution had ever been applied to the 
purpose of forwarding slaves to Canada, of to the 
publication of abolition documents, or the promul¬ 
gation of abolition' doctrines. He staled that there 
was an abolition paper published at Oberlin, but 
that paper was established and is sustained by a 
subscription of individuals to the number office 
thousand. He said that those connected with the 
institute were men of the highest character for mor¬ 
ality and integrity, men whose conscience and 
legfity would not allow them to knowingly trL... 
gress any law of our State, but who reve’red and 
observed both the law of the land and of God. 

Mr. Matthews and Mr, Utter urged the necessi¬ 
ty of an investigation of some kind, particularly 
upon the ground of the facilities afforded to fugi¬ 
tives in their escape from their masters, as did Mr. 
Holmes. In the course of the discussion, one of 
these gentlemen observed that aiding and assisting 
slave to escape, was the same offence morally, 
s the stealing of a horse, for it Was abstracting and 
alienating from a holder, property,'the possession 
of which is secured to him by the Constitution of] 
the United States and of the State in which he re- 
aides. 

Mr. Utter said there seemed to be a name con¬ 
nected with life Institute Which was somewhat fa- 
iliar to him and to his constituents, and which 
as not calculated to excite very pleasurable recol¬ 
lections. He would like to know whether this 
Mahan was the same individual who had occupied 
conspicuous a place in the view of the citizens 
of Ohio and Kentucky on a late and memorable 
occasion? There was something in that name 
which seemed to give countenance to . ihe reports 
circulation, and read here, against this instiiu- 
fton. He, for one, had become suspicious of the 
name. 

Mr. Birch replied that this was not John B. Ma¬ 
han, who had been alluded to. 

Mr. Smith again took the floor in favor of post¬ 
ponement. As to the charge against the Institute,-’ 

(and it seemed to be nothiug more,) that its mem¬ 
bers and students are abolitionists, and have, in 
their individual capacity, been guilty of infraction 
of our laws, that is not a plea upon which to pro- s 
ceed against an institution, chartered and acting for 
the purposes of instruction in the various branches 
of science and literature. No considerate man j 
would base a repealing act upon the opinions of the I 
members of a body corporate. The right to enter¬ 
tain and express an opinion upon every matter 
submitted to the observation and action of onr in¬ 
tellect, whether in ethics or politics, is secured to] 
all; and any infringement’of that right would be 
■tijust, illiberal, and tyrannical. If these persons 
ave been guilty of transgressing the laws of the 
State, or of the United Stales, they are amenable 
to the laws. This is not the proper body to inflict, 
or is the proposed measure the proper method of 
dieting punishment. We must not punish, nor 
ill our country punish, in their corporate capaci¬ 
ty, the offences of members of a corporation in 
their individual capacity. He thought it apparent 
that the bill ought to be postponed; 

Some further discussion followed, in which it j 
as suggested that the bill should be re-commit¬ 
ted to a select committee, which was finally car¬ 
ried after the motion for postponement had b.een.j 
taken and lost, as follows:

Arnold Buffura offered the following resoltt- 
lions, which were passed. 

U 1st. Kesolceil, That we regard lhe fact that al-, 
os t alt (even the warmest opposers) who come 
„t to hear an exposition of abolition truth are con- 
rinced and converted, as conclusive evidence that 
the only safe course for those who wish to retain 
their popularity with slave holders is to keep away 
from Anti-Slavery meetings. 

2 d. Resoloed, That we regard the same fact as 
equally conclusive evidence that the human mind 
is so constituted that it cannot resist the truth when 
fairly presented to it and therefore we have confi¬ 
dence that a fair discussion of the sin of slavery 
and of the principles and benefits of Abolition will 
result in the peaceful and righteous overthrow of 
that iniquitous system. 

3 d. Resolved, That the only means whereby 
we can effectually promote and faithfully accom¬ 
plish the abolition of slavery is by organizing 
Anti-Slavery Societies and thereby enlisting in the 
work of correcting the public sentiment on this 
subject, such large numbers of our fellow citizens 
as will eventually exert a controling influence upon 
the voice and action of this guilty nation, and bring 
it to speedy repentance of the sin of slavery. 

Lewis Hicklin offered the following which was 
passed.

Resolved, That we aTe cheered with the 
intelligence of the working and glorious results 
of immediate emancipation in the West Indies, for 
it fully demonstrates that immediate emancipation 
is better-than gradual. 

Pusy Grave offered the following resolutions: 

1 st. Resolved , That compensation as a condi¬ 
tion of emancipation is incompatible with the prin¬ 
ciple, that man cannot hold property in his fellow 
man; that it is contrary to the precepts of the 
gospel and natural justice; that it is unnecessary 
and impracticable. 

-hi. Resolved, That the African Colonization is 
the hand maid of American Slavery; that its direct 
tendency is to strengthen anil fasten an unnatural 
and cruel prejudice against the colored race; that 
it tends to crush the sympathies and finest feelings 
of the human heart, and that as n remedy forsla- 
very it is impolitic and impracticable. 

3d. Resolved, That we believe that the depar¬ 
ture of our nation from the principles of liberty in¬ 
culcated by our forefathers and recognized in the 
Declaration of American Independence, and the 
Constitution of the United States, and the en¬ 
croachments of the spirit of Slavery upon the lib¬ 
erties of the whole country furnish justicatise of 
regret to every true Christian, Patriot and true 
hearted Republican. 

Kersy Grave offered the following resolutions: 
1st. Resolved, That American Slavery annihi¬ 
lates and destroys the very foundation of all right, 
by refusing to acknowledge its subject a moral, ra¬ 
tional and accountable being, and its rendering 
him a mere laboring animal, a mere chattel or arti¬ 
cle of merchandize and that the principles of the 
system are sinful in all circumstances and no pos¬ 
sible contingency can make them right. 

2 d. Resolved, That immediate emancipation is 
right, because slavery is wrong, and two moral op¬ 
posites can never be both wrong, or both right, 
therefore, if slavery is wrong, immediate eniancipa- 
•ipn its moral opposite is right. 

3d. Resolved, That the oft repeated declaration 
that slaves are well treated, contented and happy, 
is not true and that slavery would be none the less 
sinful if it were true. 

-Iih. Resolved, That the toleration of slavery in 
our national domain, is a disgrace to the nation, a 
stigma on our national character; that it destroys 
our respectability abroad, cripples our efforts for 
moral reform in our own country, tends to roll 
hack the tide of moral reform in oilier countries and 
paralize oureffoits for the overthrow of oppression 
throughout the world.
